As in cooking, they find 
that the right amount of nutrient ingredients, of vitamins, mineral 
elements, and the calorie carriers—proteins, carbohydrates, fats— 
is essential for the optimum health of man or woman, boy or girl. 


Doctors and nutritionists are beginning to take this firm stand 


that enough is enough. "We do require traces of certain mineral 
elements," warns Dr. Conrad Elvehjem, noted nutrition scientist 
and president of the University of Wisconsin, in a recent issue of 
the Journal of the American Medical Association.'"But large 
intakes of these would be highly injurious.to us."-Other scientists 
caution against the toxic effects of supplementing diets witji ex- 
cessive amounts of vitamins A or D. An outstanding physician de- 
plores the excessive mineral and vitamin supplementation of diets 
for infants. 'Adding cereal foods, zwieback, fruits, vegetables, and 
egg—as prescribed by. pediatricians—meets, the needs of normal, 
healthy infants, he says. 


Fortunately for the adult, food is .what the doctor orders. To 


_ assure, an intake of all nutrients in the right amount, here is his 


simple recipe for getting'an adequate, enough-is-enough diet: 


2 servings of meat, fish, poultry, egg, or an alternate 
2 servings of milk or cheese , 
4 >or more servings of .fruits and vegetables 
4 or more servings of enriched or whole grain bread and cereal.
